Revenue Laurie W. Tomlinson 
issued “the following statement 
today to remind employers that 
social security taxes apply to 
cash wages paid to every farm 
worker to whom the employer 
pays $100 or more cash wages 
during the year 1955. The taxes 
(2 percent employer tax and 2 
percent employee tax) 
only to cash wages paid to cov- 
ered farm workers. 

Every farm employer who 
owes these taxes must file a re- 
turn on Form 943, and pay the 
taxes, on or before Jan, 31, 1956. 
Farm employers should file 
their returns on time in order 
to avoid the penalty which may 
be charged for late filing. 

Any employer of covered 
farm workers who he: not al- 
ready registered wi the dis- 
trict director's office Ф024 do 
so at once. The registretion 
form 55-4 can be obtains from 
any internal revenue or social 
security office. The district di- 
rector will mail the necessary 
return forms and instructions 
to all registered employers, 


FLORIDA NON-FARM WORK 
CLIMBS TWO PER CENT 
SAYS FIC CHAIRMAN 


TALLAHASSEE — Florida's 
‘non-farm employment climbed 


two percent to 876,900 in Oc-| 


tober, reports Florida Industrial 
Commission Chairman James T. 
Vocelle. 

Compared with last year's 
current employment showed an 
increase of 33,000 or four per 
cent, Nonagricultural unem- 
ployment, at 35,600, was 14,800 
below it month, 

Contract Construction was the 
only major industry group to 
show a decline, with the short- 
age of mortgage money being 
blamed for the cutback. 

Florida's factories employed 
128,100 workers in October, 
3,100 above September. Over- 
the-month gains were scored in 
all manufacturing industries ex- 
cept paper and allied products. 
The workweek of factory pro- 
duction workers lengthened by 
0.6 hour during October to 41.1 
and average hourly earnings in- 
creased one cent to $1.44, six 
cents above a year ago. 

Trade employment rose from 
249,800 to 259,000 in October, 
a four per cent gain over last 
| year and three per cent above а 
year ago. Wholesale trade em- 
ployment, though seasonally 
above the previous month, ге- 
mained below last October's lev- 
el. Retail trade gains offset the 
delayed seasonal pickup in the 
wholesale segment.
